London, May 30.— As Lord Roberts 
has heretofore always fulfilled his pre- 
dletlQM, It is taken for granted here 
that the British marched into Johan- 
nesburg at noon. Indeed, reports are 
current that telegrams have already 
been received announcing that fact, 
and Xhe serioua part of the campaign 
from the military point of view is re- 
garded as over. Any prolonged de- 
(eOM of Pretoria Is conaidered highly 
la » o > » M » tad »My mlllUry men 
anticipate that General Fcench will 
capture the Transvaal capital wlthii^ a 
day or two by a ittddw aad OMxpwrtad 
move. 

Public Interest largely centers in 
President Kruger, his capture or es- 
cape. The occupation of PretdMa would 
be largely robbed of it.s value, in the 
estimation of the Britibb, it Oom Pau! 
▼ere still at large and able to keep 
alive the dying embers of war. 

A Pretoria dispatch says the situ.i- 
tloii at Joliannc.-burg .sliow.s, as re 
ported by Lord IjLoberts, that order ia 
maintained from the Gold Reef city. 
The report that the Britlnh-were driven 
back evidently refers to the prolonged 
fighting of General P'ronch westward 
of Johannesburg. But, apparently, the 
British were not eeriously checked, as 
Tjord Roberts does not mention It in 
his dispatch 24 hours later. 

A dispatch from Mafeking, dated 
Friday, May 26, reports that General 
Bnymab, the Boer commander, baa left 
his force and arrived at his farm wltti 
a ebrapnel bullet in his foot. 

The Boer laager at Rooigraad, it is 
added, has retired further Into the 
Transvaal, and Mafeking Is rapidly re- 
suming its normal state. Major Gen- 
eral Baden-Powell, on the queen's 
birthday, gave a dinner to tiM oiScera 
of the relief columns. 

Dorfav the course of a speech pro- 
posing the queen's health, the defender 
of Mafeking remarked that he ^as bS 
elated by the recent occurrences that 
he felt that he could "drink the bealih 
of Paul Kruger himself, coupled wiifi 
that of Cecil Rhodes, adding: "necause 
Kruger has been the cause of the pre.s- 
ent great outburst Of imperial feeling 
and Rhodes was the red flag to the bull 
which drew him on." 



War New* From Pretoria. 
Pretoria, May 80.— An official war 
bulletin Just issued la aa tollowa: "On 

Sunday a fight occurred close to Van 
Wycksrust in Gatsrand. The Federals 
fought well and the British troops 
seemed tired out. At dark the Fed- 
erals were fbrced to retire in the di- 
rection of Van Wycksrust on account 
of the ovenvhelming force of the Brit- 
ish. The British attacked Witwaters- 
rand Monday, and were in contact with 
the Federals at Gatsrand, but they 
were beaten back with good results by 
the Federals under Commandant Loui? 
Botha. The Federals were heavily 
bombarded all day long, but kept their 
positions. The British loss is reported 
to be considerable. The British are 
near Utrecht, and they are also march- 
ing on Lalngs Nek." 

Message From Builer. 
London, May 30. — The following dis- 
patch has been rteelved at the war 
office from General Builer, dated New- 
castle, May 30: "The enemy having 
formed a hiager east of ttie town of 
Dornberg, pressed my right rear an- 
noyintly> On May ST I direeted a fbrce 
under Hlldyard, by Woolsdrlft and 
Utrecht, and another under Lytleton 
by Schangadrift on Dornberg. These 
movementa have caused the enemy at 
Domberc to retire north. Hildyard Is 
at Utrecht and the town has surren- 
dered. Clery is bombarding I.^ing-> 
Nek. The enemy are much disheart 
«ned, and were ther not in such very 
atron* potltioas I dovbt It tkn nwtfd 
show fight. The railway WW- OBHiaA 
to Newcastle o n May 28 ."

The closing of 
the establi.shnicnt throws 50 men out 
of employment, it is alleged that Neely 
recently disposed of the property to 
Thomas Campbell of Zanesville, 0., 
and General Manager R. H. Cowan, in 
order to prevent conJlscation by the 
government. Mr. Campbell says, how- 
ever, that Neely has a halt interest in 
the establishment. Th« matter isiU ba 
settled in the federal court. 

MUD VOLCAN OES. 

ratut»f Wonders- of Calilbmla Are 

Ib Active Operation. 

LaytonvlUe, Cal., May 30.— The mud 
volcanoes situated in this vicinity have 
burst into alarming a«!tlvity. The first 
intimation tho inhabitants had of the 
phenomenon was when an immense 
cloud of vapor Issued from the mouth 
of the craters accompanied by a i*un 
like far_aiyay thunder. The disturb- 
ance is so violent that great redwoo^ 
trees are swayed when the mud and 
vapor shoots high over the rims of 
the craters and flows down the hill- 
side like a lava stream intp one of the 
tributaries of the Eell river. 

The murky craters are lUled with a 
blulnh mud of about the consistency 
of boiling tar. but the mud is icy cold. 
The roar of the volcanoes can be heard 
for miles around. They are situated 20 
miles from the ocean, and consist of a 
number of mounds about • feet high. 

Pollee Charge on Mob. 

St. I.ouis, May 30.— About noon a 
mob gathered at Broadway and Miller 
street, where Tuesday's riot took place 
and built bonfires on the streetcar 
tracks. When the cars stopped the 
nonunion employes and policemen ou 
board were liooted and jeered. Forty 
mounted police charged the crowd and 
dispersed it. The police used the broad 
sides of their sabres on the heads of 
those with whom they came In contact. 
A number were injured, but none seri- 
ously. The obatroctions were removed 
and the cars proceeded. President 
Hawes of the pollee eommisslonera an- 
nounced that he will authorize Sheriff 
Pohlmann to summon 1,000 men to 
help the police department keep order 
and prevent the destruction ot atreet 
railway property. 

Berteaat tfriekioy Killed. 

Manilla, May 30.- Lieutenant Gen- 
eral E. Stedje of company L, Forty- 
neventh volunteers, commanding a 
scouting party in the southern part of 
Albay province, had several engage- 
ments with the Insurgents, In which 17 
of the enemy were killed and 23, in- 
cluding a captain, were captured. Six 
explosive bombs and a number of valu- 
able insurgent documents also fell into 
the hands of the Americans. The scouts 
burned the town of Vubi, the head- 
quarters of the Insurgents. Sergeant 
Brlckley wa^ killed during a slight en 
gagement near Hlago, province of 
Aibay.

Birmingham, Ala., May 30.— Only 30 
persons were present when the Pop- 
ulist state convention met here to 
nominate a state ticket and frame a 
platform. The meeting organized with 
N. B. gpeers of St Clair county as 
chairman and adjourned. The leaders 
are greatly discouraged over the slim 
attendance, and it is rumored that no 
ticket will be. put out 

Quiet at St. Louts. 
St Louis, May 30.— The rioting Tues- 
day amooff the sti^eetcar strikers was 
followed by a calm. No fatalitlu have 
resulted among the 11 persons shot In 
Tuesday's riots. R. H. Stllson of Chi- 
cago, the motfirman who was shot 
through the spine, is In a critieal con- 
dition. His wife has been telegraphed 
for. Cars are running on 16 of the 
Ttaaalt company's lines.

Are Decorated Urspeotlveljr 
by Former Foes. 



Hagerstown. Md., Mn.y C.\— Anotlicr 
link in the chain which binds together 
the dhce warring factions of the north 
and south Was forged by the dedica 
tlon of a monument erected to the 
memory of the men who wore the gray 
as well as those who were the blu< . 
and who died in mortal combat on the 
bloody field of Antletam. The event, 
which Is probably without a parallel 
in the history of the wwld, was graced 
by the presence of the president of the 
United States, arcoinpanie:! liy n:any 
members of his cabinet, a score or 
more of United States senators, thrice 
as many members of congress, the gov- 
ernor of Maryland and prominent men 
from all parts of the country. 

There were also present hundreds 
of veterans who fought for the "lost 
cause," and thousands who fought for 
the side that proved victorious. 

Side by side, .shoulder to shoulder, 
they stood with uncovered heid.s 
throughout the ceremony, which mark- 
ed the conveyance ot the monument 
from the state of Maryland to the na - 
tlonal government. 

The train which brought the presi- 
dent and party from Washington 
reached the battlefield at noon, where 
they were welcomed by Governor John 
Walter Smith of Maryland and staff, 
several posts of the Grand Army, to- 
gether with members of Herbert camp 
of Confederate veterans. Besides these 
organised bodies there were scores of 
Confederate veterans who had taken 
part in the various battles of the civil 
war. These were drawn up in line to 
greet the president, who, together with 
Govemot* Smith, watched them as they 
passed in review. 

The dedicatory ceremonies were 
opened by Colonel Benjamin E. Taylor, 
who introduced General Henry Kyd 
Douglass, dtrsetor of ceremonies. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. B. F. 
Clarkson, who was followed by Gov- 
ernor John Walter Smith in an address 
of welcome. Colonel Taylor, as presi- 
dent ot the Antletam battleiBlld com- 
mittee of Maryland, then presented the 
monument to the national government, 
and the Hon. Ellhu Root, secretary of 
war, in a brief address accepted it on 
behalf of the United States. Then fbl- 
lowed short addresses, mainly of a 
reminiscent character by Generals 
John B. Broolie. James Longstreth, Or- 
lando B. Wilcox, J. E. Duryee, Senators 
Foraker, Burrows, Daniels and others, 
who were prominent on the oppj.-ing 
side-- in the great s-tiuggle. Tliese were 
followed in turn by the Hon. George 
B. McCIellan of New York and other 
members of the United States senate 
and house of representatives. This 
concluded, the band i)layed "Hail to 
the Chief," and General Douglass in- 
troduced President McKlnley. who de- 
livered the address of the day.

duatntance* In City o#LoulsviIle. 

Louisville, May 30. — Throughout th^? 
early part of the morning the rain 
came down in torrent.'^, and the pros- 
pect for the comfortable opening of the 
reunion of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans was not bright By 10 o'clock, 
however, the rain had ceased, the .sun 
came out, and there was every prom- 
ise of a fine day, at least during the 
f ours the convention was to sit 

Siieclal trains laden with delegates 
to the reunion kept arriving. Tlie es- 
timate of the reunion committee that 
the number of strangers within the 
gates of Louisville is in the neighbor- 
hood of 50,000 Is not far wrong. 

Major General Poyntz. commanding 
the Kentucky division of the Confed- 
erate Veterans, called the meeting to 
order at noon. After the doxology had 
been sung by the assembly. Rev. J. 
William Jones, chaplain-in-chief, made 
a nhort prayer, and then General 
Poyntz introduced Mayor Weaver of 
Louisville, who, in a happy speech, 
welcomed the visitors to the city. Then 
came a series of short welcoming ad- 
dresses apd responses. 

After the rendering of a few melo- 
dies by the members of the Confederate 
Glee club, Colonel Bennett °H. Young 
of this city, clnlrnian of the reunion 
connuittee, presented the building to 
the veterans In an eloquent speech. He 
told of the services which Kentucky 
had rendered to the Confederacy dur- 
ing the days of the war. and how she 
guarded the ashes of 10.000 Confeder- 
ate soldiers who He buried within the 
state. 

After the Glee club had rendered sev 

eral selection.^ General John B. Gor- 
don, commander of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans, rose to respond to the 
address of Colonel Young. General 
Gordon was received with enthusiastic 
cheers. 

Rev. B. M. Palmer of New Orleans 
made an eloquent address. He said in 
answer to the inquiry, "Why stir the 
ashes of the ancient feud of tbe rebel- 
lion?" that It was the history of our 
dead heroes. He attributed the cause 
of the war to the contest botwaen 
state's rights and federal supremacy. 

Qoldon Jublleee. 
Washington, May 80.— R is learned 

at the papal legation that the golden 
jubilee or fiftieth anniversary of the 
foundatlor^f Nesqually, Washington, 
as an episcopal see, which occurs May 
31, serves as the Initiative, tq no less 
than seven^Imilar events, which will 
soon be observed in various parts of 
the country. On July 19 the four arch- 
bishoprics of New York, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Santa Fe found their 
first half century, while the same day 
murks the semi-centennial of three 
suffragan bishoprics. Wheeling, Sa- 
vannah and Los Angeles, all of which 
were founded colneidently by the last 
pope. Plus IX. Archbishop Martlnelll 
has been invited already to several 
celebrations, but by reason of his du- 
ties at other points he may be unable 
to attend tham. 

Oaa Republle Wiped Out. 

Bloemfontein, May 30. — Amid sa- 
lutes and cheers and the singing of 
"God Save the Qui-en. ' the military 
governor, Major General George Pret- 
tyman. at noon formally proclaimed 
the annexation of the Free State under 
the designation of the Orange River 
colony. The ceremony was somewhat 
imposing and the scene in the market 
square Inspiring. An immense eon- 
course had gathered, and the town was 
gay with bunting. The balconies and 
windows surrounding the square were 
crowded with ladies, among them Lady 
lioberts and the Misses Roberts, the 
Countess of Alrlie and Ladles Henry 
Bentlck and Settrlngton. Tbe troops 
were drawn up under command of 
General Knox and entertained the 
spaetatorit 

Police Called. 
Cleveland. May 80.-^The police were 
eallad to quell what threatened to be 

a aariona riot at the Democratic coun- 
ty convention here, as the result of a 
fight between the "kids" aad "goats" 
factions of tho party, when the kids 
secured possession of the convention 
hall, and locked tha doora against the 
goats."

THE QUARANTINB OP CHINATOWN, 



L'hat Portion of San Francisco Wblcb 
Is Occupied by tbe Celeetlala 

^la VlgoruUiily Guarded hf 
UttJiy Puliueiueu. 



San Francisco, May 30.— Dr. KellOfg, 
who hAs becu investigating the corpse 
of a Chinaman fouad in a Chinese un- 
dertaking establishment, expressed an 
opinion that the Chinaman had died of 
the plague. 

"I am satisfied it is plague," ho said, 
"and I am confident that animal Inoc- 
ulation and the autopsy will confirm it 
One not conversant with the situation 
in Chinatown can not apincM late the 
difI>cultieH that confront the inspectors,' 
but they may be imagined from the 
fact that we have only discovered the 
case after the victim Is dead." 

The quarantine of Chinatown is be- 
ing rigorously enforced, lod policemen 
being detailed to maintain a cordon 
around tbe district bounded .by Cali- 
fornia, Kearney, Montgomery avenue, 
Broadway and Stockton street. The 
parts of blocks fronting on California 
and Kearney streets are not included, 
as they are occupied by whites. Ropes 
are stretched across the streets, and 
Chlne.-e ,ire closely lienuned in, even 
the secret exits through some blocks 
being closed against them. 

The Asiatics took the quarantine 
stoically. They had warning of what 
was c:inilng and many left the district 
before the arrival of the police. The 
proportion of those who fled wa.s small, 
however, and th^re are thousands be- 
hind the lines. 

All whites in Chinatown were allow- 
ed to pass out, but people outside the 
lines are not let inside. Many team- 
sters are caught In the quarantine, but 
got out without difficulty on being 
warned that tliey could not re-enter, 
policemen have stopped freight of all 
kinds from coming out, but have let 
the Chinese understand that supplies 
for themselves might pass in. The 
Chinese watch for newspapera with 
eagerness. 

The Sacramento and Clay street ca- 
ble cars are permitted to pass through 
the quarantined district onl^ on condi- 
tion that the pa.sseiiKers Inside the 
cars before entering the lines, and no 
person Is allowed to get on or off the 
cars in Chinatown. Another condition 
is observed by the railway men in 
fumigiating the Mrs at both ends ol 
the Line. 

Health Officer O'Brien states that 
careful house-to-house Inspection will 

be begun In Chinatown at once, and 
that the insi)ei t(U's will after receiving 
sanction of the board of health, force 
their way Into the houses If necessary. 

Hanna Denies it. 
Washington, May 80. — Senator Han- 
na denies the report that he has de- 
termined not to be the chairman of 

the new national Republican commit- 
tee. A story to this effect was sent 
out from Washington, in which it was 
stated that ill health and business du- 
ties were responsible for the senator'a 
determination to retire, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that President .McKlnley 
earnently desired him to continue at 
the head of the committee. When this 
story was called to Senator Hanna'o 
•ittentlon he authorized the following 
statement: "The story was entirely 
unauthorized. There has been no 
change In the situation, and nothing 
has been decided as to the futura^**
